We heard yesterday afternoon that @- 
positors lose about $60,000 -in Lampki 
bank; that bis liabilities are $100,000, afd 
those of Mr. Pye about 350,000. Rumer 
also has it that legal proceedings stopped 
the goods purchased iu Macon, by a mau 
from below-there, oun oné of the Pye & 
Lampkin drafts, and that some racy law- 
suits will result. 

The Monroe Advertiser bas the following 
particuiars: 

Mr. B. Pye, the senior of the firm of B. 
Pye & Son, came to Forsyth when ft was 
hardly a village, and has been in business 
liere for upwards of forty years. For the 
first time in his life ‘“‘.uspension”’ is an- 
nounced jn any husiness he undertook. 
S:rong faith is felt that even now the trouble 
will only be temporary, and at the end of a 
few days h.s business wii! continue as in the 
ast. 

: Mr. W. L. Lampkin has becn prominent 
in business in Forsyth fora number of years, 
acting previous to the waras agent of the 
Central railroad banking company. Very 
soon after the close of the war be opened a 
banking house and commenced business. 
The people of Monroe and surrounding 
counties seemed t> have unlimited confi- 
dence in hi@ as a careful, disereet and safe 
et) Tosveh an exttert @r? this*cari-+ 
dence extend that his deposit account 
amounts-to more than sixty thousand dol- 
ars. 

During the summer Of 1573, they .ex- 
tended accommoa ions fo planers im large 
amounts secured by liens ana mortgages. 
The crash came, cotton feil fo less than the 
cost of producti m, farmers were ruined 
and, as a neee. sary result, the brokers were 
left wib large amounts of "hese unpaid 
notes on hand. 

The failure to collect the money put out 
on interest,{caused emtarrassment which 
has seriously affected the business since. 
And during the year 1874, the accommpda- 
tion or cre iit business met with similar re- 
suits, To give an instance of the fearful 
luss sustained in this manner, we have it 
trom official authority that parties indebied 
to Messrs. Lampkin & Co., various sams, 
makiog a total of about $25,000, have gone 
into bankruptey, »aying nothiug. Add to 
this amount the sums due by other who 
haye not applied for discharges in bank- 
ruptcy who have, nevertheless, failed to 
pay the money borrowed, and have a huge 
amount of uopaid paper on hand. Doubt- 
less, Messrs. Pye & Son have suffered in the 
same manner, but not to such an extent. 
Thus their banks were wel! off in assets, 
but it was known that it would not be able 
to stand a “‘run.””’ The money was put in 
the banks for inyestment, ani could uot be 
commaaded on shoré, notice. 

On Tuesday last holders of Forsyth local 
currency found it impossible to exchange it 
for Lnited States eurrency, for use where 
the local currency was worthless. Messrs. 
Pye & Son and Messrs. Lampkin & Co. were 
under bond to the ei y council to exehange 
for thiseurrency, United States currency or 
New York exchange when demanded. On 
the day mentioned, when the contract was 
not complied with it, it beeame evident that 
the banks were weakening. On the follow- 
ing day, on some of the depositors 
going to the banks and asking for their 
money they were told it was impossible to 
obtain it. The news was communieated to 
others and spread rapidly through the 
country that both banks had fajled. Deposi 
tors living in the cquntry rushed to town 
to find that the 1eports were too true. 
The depositors of Mossrs. Lampkin & Co. 
held a meeting on Saturday night and by 
resolution expressed confidence in the solv- 
ency of the house, and a firm belief that the 
claims would be satisfactorily adjusted. A 
proposition was made that the depositors 
take charge of the asscts of the firm aod 
form abank'ng company. It is said that 
this arrangement will be made, and that in 
this manner the depositors and creditors 
may even aig pee every dollay of thefr 
claims. Mr. Lampkin owns agreai deal of 
real estate that has always beem held at 
high prices.
